Finding 
by  far  the  greater  number  of  my  pari^honers  too  poor 
to  aiibrd  themfelves  medical  afliftance,  I  under- 
took, by  the  help  or*  inch  books  on  theiubjeft  ot  me- 
dicine as  were  in  my  polfe/finn,  to  prefcribe  for  them, 
I  early  attended  a  boy  about  fourteen  years  of  age, 
who  was  attacked  by  the  fever.

One  of  my  domeftics  fal- 
ling ill,  accordingly  the  apothecary  was  fent  for. 
His  complaint  a  violent  lever,  which  in  its  progrefs 
became  putrid.  Having  great  reliance,  and  deserv- 
edly, en  the  apothecary's  penetration  and  judgment, 
the  man  was  left  foleiy  to  his  management.  His  dip- 
order,  however,  kept  only  gaining  ground,  til!  at 
length  the  apothacary  conlidered  him  in  very  great 
3  28  danger.     At  Iaft,  finding  every  effort  to  be  of  fervice 
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to  him  baffled,  he  told  me  he  coniidered  it  to  be  aloft 
cafe,  and  that  the  man  could  not  furvive  twenty-four 
hours.  On  the  apothecary  thus  giving  him  up,  I  de- 
terrmried  to  try  the  effects  of  yeast:  I  gave  him  two 
lar^e  fpoonfuls,  and  in  1  5  minutes  from  his  taking 
tie  yeast,  his  pulfe,  though  ftili  feeble,  began  to<getcom- 
pofed  and  full.  He,  in  32  minutes  from  his  taking 
it,  was  able  to  get  up  from  his  bed  and   walk  in  his

abafen  of  fago,  with  a  good  deal  of  lemon,  wiieand 
ginger  in  it  :  he  ate  it  with  an  appetite;  in  another 
hour  I  repeated  the  ytast :  an  hour  afterwards  I  gave 
the  bark  as  before;  at  the  r.ext  hour  he  had  food; 
next  had  another  dole  of  yeast ;  and  then  went  to 
bed  ;  it  was  nine  o'clock  ;  he  told  me  he  had  a  good 
night,  and  was  recovered.  I  however  repeated  the 
medicine,  and  he  was  fo»n  able  to^o  about  his  bufi* 
nefs  as  ufual. 

"  About  a  year  after  this,  as  I  was  riding  pad  a  de- 
tached farm  houfe,  at  the  outskirts  of  the  village,  I 
obferved  a  farmer's  daughter  (landing  at  the  door, 
apparently  in  great  affliction.  Ob  enquiring  into  the 
caufe  of  her  diftrefs,  fhe  told  me  her  father  was  dying. 
I  difraeunted,  ap.d  went  into  the  houfe  to  fee  him  :  I 
found  kim  in  the  laft  ftagc  of  a  putrid  fever.  His 
tongue  was  black,  his  pulfe  was  fcarcely  perceptible, 
and  he  layftretched  out  like  a  corpfe,  in  a  flate  of  drow- 
fj  in&nfibility.  I  immediately  procured  Cqiuq  yeasty 
which  I  diluted  with  water,  and  poured  down  his 
throat ;  I  then  left  him  with  little  hopes  of  recovery; 
I  returned,  however,  in  about  two  hours,  and  found 
him  fenfible  and  able  to  eonverfe;  I  then  gave  him  a 
dofe  of  bark;  he  afterwards  took,  at  a  proper  inter 
▼al,  fome  refreshment.  I  flaid  with  him  tili  he  re- 
peated theyeast,  and  then  left  him  with  directions  how 
to  proceed  ;  I  called  upon  him  the  next  morning  at 
nine  o'clock  ;  I  found  him  apparently  wel*.  and  walk* 
ing  in  his  garden.     He  was  an  old  man  upwards  of  7c. 

"Ihave  fince  administered  the  yeaft  to  above  50 
perfans  labouring  under  putrid  fevers;  and   what  is

He  had  a 
third  child  who  was  taken  ill,  and  this  prefcript<on 
having  come  to  his  knowledge,  he  made  the  experi- 
ment, which  was  happily  crowned  witfeiuccefs.  We

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AGRICULTURE. 

To  raife  fruit  and  foreft  trees  by  a  rapid  growth, 
dig  the  holes  for  fetting  the  trees  at  leaft  one  foot  lar- 
11     8    ger  every  way  than  the  roots  extend,  Jet  part  of  the 
II   47    earth  thrown  into  the  holes  be  richer  than  that  which 
was  taken  out,  and  the  whole  be  well   pulverifed; 
the  firft  tender  ftioots  from  the  roots  palling  into  the 
earth,  thus  enriched  and  made  foft,  will  have  a  quick 
and  ftrong  growth,  and  thereby    penetrate  the  more 
foiid  earth  with  vigor.     No  grafs,   or  weeds,  or  any 
vegetable,  mould  grow  near  the  tree  to  rob  its  roots  ef 
nourifhment;  and  the  ground    muft    be  hoed  two  or 
three  times  in  the  fummer,  five  or  fix  feet  every  way 
from  the  tree,  until  it  has  attained  a  proper  growth. 
By  fnch  culture,  trees  will  often  grow  as  large  in 
fix  or /even  years  as  they  commonly  do  in  twenty,  in 
the  ufual  practice  of  fettifig  them  in  a  fmall   hole 
with  few  and  crowded  roots,  and  the  grafs  permitted 
to  form  afward  round  them.     Indeed  great  numbers 
die  before  they  come  to  maturity,  and  the  labour  of 
the  farmer  is  loft.     Few  trees   ever  attain    a  large 
growth    that    were    not   properly   cultivated    while 
young.     The  farmers  often  lofe  ten  times  the  expenfe 
of  a  proper  cultivation,  in  fruit  and  in  timber,  befides 
waiting  many  years  longer  for  the  produce. 

An  attention  to  this  fubject  becomes  every  year 
more  important,  as  many  old  orchards  are  in  decay 
and  fore  ft  trees  decreafe  in  moft  of  the  old  towns. 
Nothing  more  ftrongly  marks  the  improvidence  ol  far- 
mers, than  their  neglect  to  preferve  and  cultivate 
trees.  By  planting  foreft  trees,  thick  in  double  or 
treble    rows,  they   will  form  a  good  fence,  and  alfo

When  the 
frofts  come  on  in  the  end  of  autumn,  he  pours  water 
in  abundance  round  the  trucks  of  the  i.'«*s,  fu  ii:»t 
the  roots  feel  the  imprctfion  of  the  cold.  In  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fpring  he  heaps  fnoty  upoa  them,  by 
which  the  vegetation  is  retarded,  and  the  trees  are 
hindered  from  bloflbming  too  foon,  confequently,  the 
buds  do  not  appear  till  there  is  ho  longer  any  thing 
to  be  feared  from  the  fpring  frofts. 

A  French  agriculturalift,  of  confiderable  celebrity, 
Cadet  deVaux,  has  lately  publifhed  fome  refle&iens 
on  the  growing  fcarcity  of  water,  which  he  afcribes  to 
the  deftru&ion  of  the  trees;  he  fays  that  thefe  two 
circuraftauces  have  in  fever.il  places  of  France  occa- 
sioned an  extraordinary  barrennefs  in  foil  formerly 
fertile  :  his  obfervations  ha? e  made  fome  impreffion 
on  fovsra!  administrative  bodies,  that  they  have  plan- 
ted a  namber  of  trees  upon  the  common  grounds  be- 
longing to  their  jurifdiction.
